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Non-traditional  Students 


There  is  a  special  strain  of 
students  that  roams  the  halls 
of  St.  Andrews  unnoticed. 
Many  of  them  transfer  in  as 
juniors  others  start  anew  as 
freshmen.  In  many  ways  they 
endure  the  same  ordeals  and 
make  the  same  adjustments 
as  any  other  student.  How- 
ever, these  students  are  spe- 
cial and  are  a  very  important 
addition  to  the  student  body. 
They  are  called  non-tradi- 
tional students.  The  term 
non-traditional  refers  to  stu- 
dents who  generally  live  off 
campus,  are  singgle  or  mar- 
ried, with  or  without  chil- 
dren, and  returning  to  school 
after  a  lengthy  absence. 

Why  are  they  so  special? 
Well,  statistics  show  that 
non-traditional  students  do 
exceptionally  well  academi- 
cally and  are  extremely  ded- 
icated students.  This  is  for 
obvioius  reasons.  The  most 
obvious  being  that  they  ar 
paying  for  their  own  educa- 
tion. Generally,  these  stu- 
dents are  much  older  and 
have  a  variety  of  life  's  ex- 
periences under  their  belt. 
They  sometimes  bring  an  ex- 
tensive knowledge  of  their 
field  of  study  with  them.  For 
example,  Tara  Laws  has 
been  working  within  the 
Southern  Pines  medical 
community  for  a  number  of 
years  before  choosing  to  re- 
turn to  college  for  her  Bach- 
elor of  Science  degree.  An- 
other, Dan  Parsons,  is  a  mil- 
itary retiree  and  on  the  road 
to  a  successful  future  in  law. 


Regina  Harrington  shifted 
from  a  career  in  environ- 
metal  engineering  with  the 
State  of  North  Carolina's 
Department  of  Environ- 
ment, Health  and  Natural 
Resources  in  pursuit  of  one 
day  becoming  a  Professor  of 
Ethnic  Studies. 

Non-traditional  students 
are  not  bombarded  with  the 
distractions  of  being  away 
from  the  prying  noses  of  par- 
ents for  the  first  time.  Many 
have  been  independent  for  a 
number  of  years.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  some  are  prying 
parents.  Dan  expresses  the 
view  of  many,  he  states  that 
he  "would  have  wasted  his 
time  and  money  by  going 
straight  to  college  after 
graduating  from  high  school 
in  1979."  He  was  not  ready 
for  the  discipline  it  would 
have  taken  at  the  time. 

Along  with  all  that  life  ex- 
perience, these  students  of- 
ten carry  a  heavier  load  of 
responsibilities.  Many  are 
head  of  households,  fathers, 
mothers,  and  full-time  em- 
ployees -  sometimes  all  of 
these  roles  are  combined. 
Imagine  juggling  all  that  and 
15  to  19  credits  every  se- 
mester. They  do  not  have  the 
extra  time  needed  to  take 
advantage  of  study  groups  or 
special  interest  clubs.  Na- 
tonja  Jackson,  a  single  par- 
ent, student  and  part-time 
employee,  states  that  man- 
aging priorities  is  her  biggest 
challenge.  "You  have  to  plan 
ahead  and  be  very  selective 


about  how  you  utilize  your 
absences.  If  my  child  were  to 
become  ill  with  something  as 
minor  as  a  cold,  I  could  be 
out  of  school  for  days." 
Finding  time  to  study  is  al- 
ways a  challenge.  "I  usually 
have  to  wait  until  they  go  to 
bed  to  study,  so  I  don't  get 
much  sleep,"  one  student,  a 
mother  of  two,  states. 

College  is  not  easy  for  an- 
yone, traditional  or  non-tra- 
ditional. This  constantly 
growing  minority  of  stu- 


dents, however,  brings  a  lot 
to  the  St.  Andrews  commu- 
nity. No  doubt,  as  the  eco- 
nomic demands  of  our  soci- 
ety encourage  more  to  return 
for  higher  education,  we  will 
begin  to  see  more  non-tra- 
ditional students  from  the 
surrounding  counties.

AIRS 


On  the  evening  of  October  4,  1995, 
Hurricane  Opal  came  ashore  on  Flor- 
ida's Gulf  Coast,  packing  sustained 
winds  of  125  miles  per  hour.  Before  it 
was  through,  the  storm  had  killed  at 
least  20  people  and  caused  at  least  $  1 .8 
billion  in  damages,  making  it  the  third 
costliest  storm  in  U.S.  history. 


The  derailment  of  Amtrak's  Sunset 
Limited,  en  route  from  Miami  to  L.A., 
sent  four  of  its  cars  into  the  gulch  30 
feet  below  the  trestle.

In  April  1995,  Bob  Dole  became  the 
sixth  Republican  to  formally  declare  his 
candidacy  for  a  move  into  the  White 
House  in  1996.  This  is  the  third  pres- 
idential attempt  for  Dole,  who  unsuc- 
cessfully ran  in  Republican  primaries 
in  1980  and  1988. 


On  August  24,  1995,  human  rights  ac- 
tivist Harry  Wu  set  foot  on  American 
soil  after  being  imprisoned  in  China  for 
66  days. 


Former  chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of 
Staff,  Colin  Powell,  embarked  on  a 
cross-country  book  tour  to  promote  his 
autobiography,  "My  American  Jour- 
ney" in  September  1995. 
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Despite  continued  NATO  air  strikes  and 
U.N.  peace  efforts,  the  conflict  in  the 
former  Yugoslavia  rages  on.  Bosnian 
Serbs,  seeking  independence  from  Bos- 
nia, began  their  seige  of  the  capital,  Sa- 
rajevo, as  the  European  community  and 
the  U.S.  formally  recognized  Bosnia. 
More  than  200,000  people  have  been 
killed  or  are  missing  since  the  fighting 
began. 
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During  his  5  day  visit  to  the  U.S.  in 
early  October  1995,  Pope  John  Paul  II 
addressed  the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  in  conjunction  with  the  or- 
ganizations 50th  anniversary.  Through- 
out his  visit,  the  pope  called  for  greater 
attention  to  the  needs  of  the  less  for- 
tunate. 


On  September  28,  1995,  President 
Clinton  presided  over  the  ceremony  held 
for  the  signing  of  an  accord  between 
Israel  and  the  PLO  the  would  end  Is- 
rael's military  occupation  of  West  Bank 
cities  and  lay  the  foundation  for  a  Pa- 
lestinian state.  Prime  minister  Yitzhak 
Rabin  was  assassinated  by  a  Jewish  ex- 
tremist in  Israel  on  November  4,  1995. 
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
